In the fiscal year endéd June 30, 
1918, $79,091.78 was expended on 
vocational education in California, 
half of this being from the State and 
half from the Federal government, 
the report showed. For salaries of 
teachers of agricultural seu 
$18,395.76 was spent; for salaries of 
teachers of trade and home econo- 
mies sOQbjecia, $24,761.92, and for 
vocational teachers, $234,- 

In line with the report of the spe- 
cial committee of school reorganiza- 
tion, appointed by the State Board 
of Education, Dr. Snyder recom- 
mended compulsory part-time class- 
es in civie and vocational bjects 
for all persons under 18 yea who 
are not otherwise regularly attend- 
ing echools, The employer would 
be called upon to contribute a part 
of the employee's .time “during 
which he receives a training de- 
signed to benefit him and all other 
parties concerned.”

Angeleno Who was Killed in Action 
is Praised by Pershing for 
His Bravery. 


Listed among the soldiers hon- 
ored by Gen. Pershing for deeds of 
heroism on the battlefield appears 
the name of First Sergeant Frank 
M. Brimer (deceased,) son of Mrs. 
Ida M. Brimer, of No. 6216 San 
Pedro street, says the official United 
States Bulletin for December 31. , 

Sergt. Brimer was a member of 
Co. B, Three Hundred and Forty- 
eighth Machine Gun Battalion. He 
was cited for heroism near Eclesfon- 
taine, France, September 27 to 380,
